NASHVILLE, TENN., May 6.—The State Re- 
publican Convention met in adjourned ses- 
sion at 9:15 this morning. Hon. A. A. Free- 
man, attorney of the Post-oflice Department, 
Washington, introduced a resolution setting 
forth that it was the sense of the convention 
that the delegates to Chicago should be com- 
posed of persons who bélieve Grant is the first 
choice of an overwhelming majority of Ten- 
nessee Republicans for the Presidency and 
who will, without instructions, cast the vote 
of the State for him. Hon. L. C. Houk, Con- 
créssman fromthe Second District, thought 
the adoption of the resolution would indicate 
that tae people had not sufficient confidence 
in the delegates. A motion ty referthe reso- 
lution and all others which mizht be offered 
bearing on the same subjact to the Com- 
mittee on Kesolutions was carried. Tbe report 
of the Committee on Resolutions, was adopted 
unanimously. A. M. Hughes, W. P. Gillen-

H. Coldwell were nominated for Governor.

THE PROCEEDINGS, , 

NASIIVILLE, TENN., May 6.—The Republi- 
can Convention assembled at9 a. m. The 
following resolution, offered by Hon. A. A. 
Freeman, provoked a breezy discussion: 

Believing that General Grant is the first 
choice by un overwhelming majority of the 
Republicans in Tennessee for the Presidency, 
therefore, 

Resoived, That it is the sense of this con- 
vention that the delegates sélected torepre- 
sent this Scate in tne Chi¢ago Convention 
should he composed of persons 
who sympathize with this sen- 
timent anu who will, without 
instructions cast the vote of the State for Gen. 
Grant.” 

Finally the resolution, with all other 
resolutions, Was referred to a committee 
on resolutions without reading or debate. 
The committee on Resol®Mions then submit- 
ted the following platf~rm, which was adopt- 
ed unapimousiy: 

Resolved, That we hereby reaflirm our de- 
votton to the National Republican party and 
io its principles as heretofore declared, be- 
lieving those prine¢iples to be founded in po- 
litical Wisdom, and essential to the prosperity 
and equality of pe citizen, and to the union 
of the States under the Constitution. 

Resolved, ‘That the bonds of Tennes:3ee, 
heretofore deliberately recoynized by both 
the Democratic and Republican parties as 
legaliv issued and§valid, are an indevtedaess 
bu.ding in jaw and ix morais upon the prup- 
erty and censcience of the State aad 
that any attempt to impair the 
outigation of _—i that indebtedness or 
to readjust it, or scaleft, or in any uther man- 
ner to change the letter and spirit of the con- 
tract, Without the voluntary consent of the 
bondholders previously fairly and under- 
standingly obtained, is dowaright repudia- 
tion and an act of high-handed disaones.y. 

Resoived, ‘That any voiuntary proposition 
irom our creditors to take less than the face val- 
ue of their bonds, in consequence of losses in- 
carred by cur citizens during the war of re- 
bellion, should be thankfulfy and uphasitat- 
ingly accepted and the new cohtract faithfully 
ana promptly complied with,and we deaounce 
ihe refusal of the Democratic party to acvept 
the sixty and six proposition as # refusal of a 
liberal and voluntary reduction, aud we rec- 
ognize in said refusal an overwhelming evi- 
dence that a large majority of the Democratic 
party intends to repudiate the bonded deb: of 
the State, and thereby to subject our State to 
the opprvubrium of ail people who regard the 
contracts cf a State with her creditors as 
of sacred invivlability. 

Resolved, That the reasons prompting the 
Democratic party of Tennessee and other 
States of the South to repudiate the debts of 
their respective States will when logically car- 
ricd out prompt them also to repudiate the 
entire war debt of the United Siates, and we 
hereby deciare our solemn judgment to be 
that as soon as the repudiating element of the 
Democratic party has wiped out the debts of 
their trespective States they will devlare in 
favor of repudiating the debt incurred by the 
nation in preserving the Union. 

Resolved, That we renew our declarations 
in favor of free common schools for the edu- 
cation Of all the children of the State, 
Ww believing that school-houses'_ are 
cheaper than court-houses, and that in- 
telligence isthe mother of morality and lib- 
erly. 

Resolved, That we recognize the right of 
the laboring men and women of Tefinessee 
as deserving of our most tender parental 
solicitude, and we denounce all legislation 
that discriminates against the poor and in fa- 
vor of the rich; believing that the poor should 
be protected andthat labor is the creator of 
our wealth and that there can be-no perms- 
neut public or private prosperity except it be 
based upon perfect harmony between labor 
and capital. " 

Kesoived, That we are opposed to bringing 
convict labor in unnecessary competitioa with 
free labor, and to prevent this we favor the 
employment of penitentiary convicts below a 
certain grade on public works and in improvy- 
ing public roads in the State. 

Resolved, That we are in favor of law and 
order and opposed to mob violence; that we 
demand the impartial enforcement of the law 
every where at all times ; that we denounce 
social because of political opinion 
usa standing reproach to 
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abor, end as destructive to the 
business prosperity of our people; that we 
advocate al) measures that promote peace, 
protect industry, encourage temperance and 
advance morality,and we pledge the votes and 
voice of the Republican party to every good 
work that will benefit the individual, build up 
the State and strengthen the nation. 

The convention then proceeded to the nom- 
ination of a candidate for Governor, and the 
following names were presented: W. P: Gil- 
lenwaters, of Hawkins; A. M. Hughes, of 
Maury; Alvin Hawkins, of Carroll; Thos.

A NIBILIST NEWSPAPER. 


The 10x3 Sheet thata Staff of One 
Student Writes, Prints and Dis- 
tributes. 

St. Petersburg Cor. Manchester Guardian. J 

Lhave just seen one of the greatest typo- 
-grsupbica) curiosities in the world—a Russian 
revolutionary paper. It measures about three 
inches by ten, andis printed on one sideofa 
singlesheet. It Learsthe imposing title of 
The Will of the Peopie. This tittle sheet took 
such possession of me that 1 could not rest 

“until [learned more about it. I made in- 

quiries in the proper quarter, and obiained a 

quost interesting revelation of the whole ‘‘ia- 

wardness’? of one of those Russian 
revolutionary papers which so perplex the 
police. ‘the office of a Russian 
revolutionary journsl is usually a little 
back roominavery big house. The room 
must be so insignificant thatitis, as it were, 
jost in the house, and a policeman would 
hardly think of looking into itin a general 
search. It bears on the door an humble busi- 
néss announcement to the effec: that artificial 
‘flower making. or some such harmless handi- 
craft, is carried on inside. The room is 
scantily furnished. and the staff of the journal 
is just one smali unwholesome-looking ex- 
student, who has been turned out of college 
for insubordination and who is now living by 
his wits on Dawning and a small allowance 
from a revolutionary center. ‘Ihe staff has 
long. uncombed greasy hair and a face which 
is rarely washed with anything but its 
own tears. lt wears a long cloak of 
wrapraseal lined ~- with what was 
once fur but is now merely a_ bald 
surface of hide, and the only glimpse or hint 
you get of nether garments is in. certain 

@ayed ends of trowsers peeping out from 
low.. Within this wraprascal is the all in 

allof arevolutionary journal—its soul and 
spirit and its material life. When the cloak 
moves, the staff and the type, the pen and 
paper, the ideas, the principles and the policy 
—all go withit. Itisatriumph of the art of 
packing. Itisstillrather inaccurate to say 
that the staff is a pure individualtitv. It is a 
dual one. A woman shares the wretched 
room andthe labors of the wretched enter- 
prise. She, too, has been a student, and she 
is still young. She studied medicine, perhaps 
st Zurich or at Paris, served as ‘*Queen’s 
messenger’’ between the home centers and 
the leaders abroad, until the police made Rus- 
sia too hot to hold herin her own name. To 
the other haif of the staff she is devoted heart 
and soul, and through him to his hoboy—the 
universal revolution. She is a voluntary out- 
cast from arespectable family, and she would 
as cheerfully lay down her life as any petro- 
leuse of Paris for her creed. 

The journal is not a daily journal, but what 
may »e called an intermittent one. It comes 
out whenitcan. The first business is to coi- 
ject material. For this purpose the re- 
porting staff, after a scanty meal on the cold 
remains of last night’s supper, wraps itself in 
its cloak and sallies out to watch public events. 
It is irresistibly attracted by a sortof mug- 
netic instinct to places where there may be 
somebody to shoot at. It goes to the great 
square in frontof the Winter Valace, or to 
the environs of the public offices. It has a 
pistol in its pocket as wellasapen. There is 
no knowing what muy not turn up, and the 
staff has generally a standing order to puta 
Czar or a Minister out of the way. With this 
double duty in view it is always sure of some 
result. If itcannot get near enough to kill, 
it can still manpage to obtain _infor- 
mation of goings-out and comings-in 
which may be useful at some future moment 
of action. It mingles with: the crowd of 
idters. It works its way gradually to the 
front, asnear as the police and soldiers will 
uliow, and, finally, when the Czar or Minister 
drives by, with swift trotting horses and C.s- 
sacks before and behind, it darts such a look 
of hate at him as would dotne work more 
effectualiv than knife or pistol, if looks could 
kill. Whenthe reporter bas brought in his 
account of how things are looking inthe city 
it becomes the editor’sturn. The leader is 
generally composed under the trees in a snow- 
covered public garden. It is wriiten onsheets 
of paper torn froma tiny pocket-book, and as 
each sheet-is finished itis rolled upina ball, 
ready to be swallowed ata moment's notice. 
I believe there is no instance known in which 
the most vigilant detective has ever caught a 
leader writer in flagrante delicto. At 
the first sign of a policeman approach- 
ing the scene of literary labor 
down go the pills. Th next stage is the set- 
tingupintype. The s.aff gathers up the pills 
into his bands, and proceeds to the little back 
room. ‘Ihelittle back room is locked and 
boited,and a.chest of drawres is pushed against 
the door. The dual member lays a loaded re- 
volver within easy reach, and the printing de- 
partment is in full activity. The type is taken 
from under the mattress, and the leader is 
slowly and painfully composed, with many a 
start at the sound of a footstep, which threat- 
ens toturn it al) into an immediate ‘‘pi.”? 
How the paper goes to press is not quite deti- 
nitely known. My informant on this point 
was wanting in technical knowledge, but [ am 
led to conclude that a sheet of paper is spread 
on the *‘form,” and thatthe staff sits on the 
sheet of paper to obtain each impression. 
When the whole impression is printed off the 
type is, as a temporary measure, tilted 
upside down into the breeches pocket 
to form S95 9? The aistribution 
takes place at nightfall. The first thing to 
=i e for is the supply of the honorary free 

ist, namely, the Emperor and two or three of 

his chief Ministers, including th head of the 
police department. Copies are forwarded to 
these through the post, with a manuscript in- 
timation on the margin of the paper that the 
recipients will be done for at the tirat conven- 
ient oppordunity. The letters are posted and 
the regular distribution begins. A copy 1s 
left with every dead wall, where it may re- 
main all night, with a chance of being read by 
+ the moujiks as they are going to their labor in 

theearlydawn. This part of the undertaking 
involves considerable risk and danger. Every 
cead wall in St. Petersburg is guarded just 
now, not only by the police, but by watchful 
house porters, who are ordered to stand out- 
side their doors and keep awake all night. 
Still, the bouse porters cannot look two ways 
at once, and while they are looking one way 
the nimble staff may contrive to post up a copy 
the other. The ornamental part of the work, 
the one )ittle bitof it which is a subject of 
just professions! pride, is to leave a copy or’ 
two cn the walls of the very police department 
itself. 

This accounts for about three-fourths of 
the impression. The remainder is left (still 
on the generous free-list principle which 
marks the whole conduct of the enterprise) 
with the proprietors of tea shops and other 
popular «establishments, much against their 
wil. Thestaff. needing refreshment after 
its labors, will enter some wretched refresh- 
mept house in a low quarter, and after drink- 
ing his glass of tea, seasoned with lemon, and 
toying meanwhile with apy regular journal 
that may be lving on the table, will slipa few 
copics into a corner, Where they are likely to 


be found by the next customer, and imme- 
diately pet out with all dispatch into the 
shelter of the bight. Midnight witnesses its 
return to the office, where it puts the broken 
‘¢pj’’ into its place of concealment. and has 
dreams of revolutionary murders, arson and 
general misrule on its hard bed of type. ° 


PASTORAL CALLS. 


Dr. Armitage Inveighs Against the 


Questionable Custom. 
{From the New York Times. J 


At the Monday meeting of the Baptist min- 
isters at No. 9 Murray street, yesterday, the 
Rev. Thomas Armitage. D. D., of the Fifth 
Avenue Baptist Churen, criticised strongly the 
conduct of a certain class of pastors in the mat- 
ter of ‘‘pastoral calls.” He said that there 
was a false clamor for this sort of pastoral 
visitation on the part of parishioners, and that 
too often it degenerated into the indulgence of 
ingrained laziness and the propensity to gos- 
sip. Clergymen who idled away their time in 
idle gossip at the houses or business places 
of their parishioners were sacrificing the most 
precious opportunities. The less a minister 
made it his business to study up the family 
scandals and business difficulties of his peopie 
the better. In such matters he should havea 
deaf ear and atongue dumb tothe root. As 
for that pastor who deliberately and for no 
other purpose than the enjoyment of gossip 
and tittle-tatt'e made a business of leaving his 
Bible and going up and down and making his 
ear the common sewer Of all the floating scan- 
dal of his parish, for such » man he could feel 
nothing but righteous indignation and con- 
tempt.The notion that our clergymen must be 
made father confessors for all the peccadilloes 
and frailties of one or both sexes was borrowed 
from the Church of Rome, and in its applics- 
tion by Prostestant winisters,even to a limited 
extent,could not but be false and pernicious.A 
jawyer, a merchant or «tradesman had just 
as much ca]! to be made the repository of this 
sort of contidences as ministers. . 

‘In nine cases out of teu,’?’?’ added Dr. 
Armitage, with emphasis, ‘the shame and 
scandal which have luin at the doors of min- 
isters of late years bave had their origin ina 
this system of pastoral visitation.”” He de- 
nounced in vigorous language the conduct of 
‘Sthose lounging shepherds’’ whose gossip- 
icgs, and confidences, and familiarities, in - 
duiged in under the cloak afforded by the 
sanctity of the pastoral relation, too often 
ended in downright immorality. A muuoister 
was Lut a man, and as such had a man’s weak- 
nesses; and in what situation was he more 
likely to exhibit them than in intercourse of 
this kind? The sooner thatchurches and pas- 
tors bustled thissort of pastoral visitation out 
of existence the better it would be for the 
honor of the ministry. ‘*When we 
make friendly cecalls,’? added the Doctor, 
‘let us call them friendly calls, and not 
sometbing which they are not.’’ The true 
sort of pastoral calls that.the conscientious 
pastor should aim to make were to the old or 
to the infirm, who could not get to chur@hb, or 
to those in. deep trouble, and, therefore, in 
special need of consolation. These were vast- 
ly different from the degrading system of 
regulated laziness—of going from house to 
house to listen to family gossip, the tattle of 
the neighborkood, etc. All true pastoral in- 
fluence took its rise in the overshadowing 
powers of pastoral preaching, and it was to 
this, and not to mere rounds of social visits, 
that the conscientious and honorable minister 
should look for the maintenance of his influ- 
ence. 

The speaker also argued against the prac- 
tice on the greund thatit took uptoo much 
of the pastor’s time and placed him practical- 
ly at the beck and call of eaca one of his con- 
gregation. ‘*Because he isa minister he has 
not, therefore, foregone all the rights of his 
manhvod: you have no rightto deprive him 
of re-t or social enjoyment orthe society of 
friends.’’ The Doctor’s remarks were lis- 
tened to with profound interest, and were in- 
terrupted bv frequent expressions of approval 
from the clergymen present. 


A Big Trout.

WILD PIGEONS. 


How They Swarm in Michigan for Nest- 
ing Purposes. | 
{Little Traverse (Mich. ) Cor. Detroit Post.] 
Something more than four weeks ago the 
biennis] fight of pigeons to the woodsof 


1 Northern Michigan,for which the hunters had 


long been watching, commenced. Taese 
birds on their journeyings from the South to 
the far North stop every two years for two or 
tbree_nestings in Michigan, usually coming in 
immense pumbers. On the alternate years, 
when beech nuts are not abundant in this 
State, they take some other course fn their 
northward flight. Formerly, their first nest- 
ing was in Aliegan or Ottawa county. Oflate 
they have generally settled first in Shel- 
by, Ocesna county, and later in the season 
in Benzie and Emmet counties. ‘wo years 
ago they skipped both Oceana and Benzis 
counties and nested first in Emmet,near Petos- 
key. This year their first flight was to the 
same section, but they soon discovered that 
they had been fooled by the warm weather 
further south. The weather about Petoskey 
was still cold, the bay was frozen over, the 
snow was deep in the woods, the prospect for 
good feeding was bad, and after a day or two 
of apparent irresolution and many erratic 
flights the birds, as if by a common consent, 
took their coursa to the neighborhood of 
Piatte’ Riverin Benzie county. Asa local 
publication stated at the time, ‘“‘they 
came in wouds, millions upon miilions. It 
seemed asif the entire world of pigeons was 
corcentrating. at this point. The air 
was full of them and the 
sun shut out of sight, and still they came, 
milions upon millions more.’’ They spread 
over au area of more than fifteen miles in 
length and six to eight miles wide, and the 
prospect for a time was thatthe nesting would 
be the most extensive ever known in this 
State. The news speedily reached all parts 
of the State, and it 1s said that in a fortnight’s 
time 5,000 hunters—professionais, amateurs 
and greenhorns—bhad invaded the country 
from all directions, surrounding and pene- 
trating the nesting grounds. . 

It was noticed, however, by old hunters 
that the birds did t.ot settle down to domestic 
life ss quickiv as usual. The roosting birds— 
tbat is, those Who had not yet mated—out- 
numbeied the nesting birds u hundred to one. 
Some of the more zealous and inconsiderate 
sportsmen entered the nesting woods and 
commenced popping away at the nests them- 
selves, a snow-storm followed, high winds 
prevailed, and many of the rovstiug birds, 
disgusted, postponed their anticipated house- 
keeping and scattered. The nesting conse- 
quently falis farshortin magnitude of what 
was at first expected, though still large in 
areu and containing millions of birds. It 
stattered along the banks of the Platte River, 
in the townships of Almira, Zeeland 
and Homestead. The distance from 
one end to the other is over 
ten miles, andthe width varies from a few 
rods to three or four miles. There are, how- 
ever, bumerous long distances between the 
two extremes where no nests are to be found, 
and the birds have occasionally changed their 
crounds, so tbat many of the hunters them- 
selves are very uncertain as to the exact 
whereabouts of the birds at the present time. 
In the nests first made the young are about 
ready to fly and have been abandoned by the 
old birds, and in some places, owing to the 
winds and the constant shooting, the nests 
have teen deserted before any birds were 
hatched. 

One nesting is about the sameas another, 
and the first nest you come to like the million 
others inthe county. When these migratory 
birds have mated, decided where to settle,and 
bave staked off their claim, they proceed at 
once to construct about the = slightest 
nest that wiil hold an egg and a bird. 
‘*Three sticks and a feathcr’”’ constitute about 
the - material, according to a _ recent 
visitor here. The feather is often wanting, 
but afew more sticks are generally added. 
The nest is placed in the crotch of a tree or 
two forked vranches, or anywhere else in the 
tree wheie suitable support can be found. 
Cedar trees along the river bottoms seems to 
be preferred, but when the nestings are 
lsrge, beech and other trees are occupied. 
Frem balf a dozen to fifty or sixty nests are 
built inatree, and only One egg is laid in 
each nest. 


Exciting Steamship Race. 
[From tbe New York Herald, 4th. { 

An interesting and exciting ocean race be- 
gan at this port last Thursday afternoon, and 
ended at Huvana yesterday morning. The 
City of Washington, the splendid new steam- 
er of the Alexandre line between New York 
and Havana, was one of the contestants, and 
the swift sailing Saratoga, of the Ward line to 
Cuba, the other. A compact for uniform 
freight and passenger rates between the two 
companies had existed until recently, and 
under it the business of the competing lines 
was coucucted amicably. Whenthe Wards, 
early Jast week, requested the discontinuance 
of the agreement, a sba rivalry sprang up 
between the companies, the cutting of rates 
began, and as the crack steamers of the op- 


| posing lines were to sail on the same day, 


preparations were quietly made for a _ lively 
race. Both vessels were put on the dry dock 
and were thoroughly overbauled. At the 
oftices of the respective companies the rumor- 
ed trial of speed was denied. but the: coming 
race was looked forward to with interest by 
shipping men and bets were freely made on 
the result. ‘lhe Saratoga left her dock on 
Thursday afternoon a few minutes before the 
City of Washington. This lead sheincreased, 
going down the bay. At Quarantine she was 
ten minutes inthe van, and passing Sandy 
Hook she was twenty-five minutes ahead. 
Notwithstanding this fact the City of Wash- 
ington seemed to be the favorite in the betting 
and there was no hedging. She made the 
fastest trip ever made between New York and 
Havana—three days and thirteen hours—but 
her rival hoped to beat her by taking ashorter 
reute. The Alexandre steamer was slightly 
handicapped to make the race more canal the 
Saratoga being less heavily laden. ‘T'he City 
of Washington had a full cargo and twenty- 
five passengeis. She drew 19 feet 8 inches of 
water. The Saratoga carried a good cargo 
and fifteen passengers and drew 15 feet 6 
inches, 

The result of the contest was made known 
early yesterday morning, when the Messrs. 
Alexandre received a dispatch announcing 
that their steamer had reached Havana at day- 
light yesterday morning, haviog made the 
trip in three days and fourteen hours, which 
is within one nour of her fastest time. The 
Wards, later in the day, were informed by 
telegraph that the Ssratoga had arrived at her 
destination at 10 0’clock in the morning— 
seven hours and twenty minutes behind the 
Washingtcn. The rival steamers will not have 
an opportunity for arace on the homeward 
trip, the City of Wasbington returning direct- 
ly and the Saratoga proceeding to Vera Cruz. 
On the next passage out, when the two ves- 
sels are again broughtinto competition, there 
may be a second heat. Capt. Timmerman is 
the master of the winning ship and Capt. Curt 
is of the Saratoga. 


A Lively Bolt of Lightning.

Mr. Frank EF. Higbee was in the city on Sat- 
urday., and detailed to a'Tribune representa- 
tive the fearful work done by lightning te his 
residence, on the Chicago road, about six 
miles from this citv. Mr. Higbee says he and 
bis wife and child were sleeping in one bed, 
and his cousin, Miss Lucy Higbee, in an ad- 
joining room. All were sound asleep when 
the building was struck. Mr. Higbee was 
awakened by a noise which sounded as if the 
whole bouse was falling about him. He 
jumped from the bed and struck a light, and 
found more <ebris than he supposed it 
was possible to make out of his house 
and furniture. The clock was thrown 
from the mantle and lay smashed on the 
floor; the cook-stove was broken and the 
bottom knocked out; the parlor stove was 
tipped over and one leg broken; the pipes and 
elbows of both stoves were burst and flattened 


out of sbape and looked as if they had been 
beated red-hot: Miss Higbee’s bed was badly 
racked and splintered; a caster was knocked 
down from the dining-table; the cupboard 
was broken and the lids torn from all the 
cans mit, and many of the cans thrown to 
the floor; a bottle of Oene, es broken 


and the liquid thrown on the 8, the carpet 
was torn up and little shreds ‘of it carried all 
over the house; in short, there was scarcely 
an article of furniture in the room that was 
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not misplaced or damaged. Bricks from the 


chimney were scattered avout, mixed with 
plastering from the walls, and the laths of the 
ceilings were partly forced from their places 
and hanging down- into the room. The 
sashes of the north windows were breker.,and 
parts of them and the glass found several rods 
away from the house. Mr. Higbee says it is 
evident the lightning entered the house 
through the chimney, and then scattered in a 
score of different directions. It filled the 
bouse with a sulphurous smoke that was so 
suffocating that the inmates of the house had 
to get out doors as soon as possible. There 
were not a dozen whole bricks of the chimney 
left, and some of the bats were thrown a dis- 
tance of five or six rods. One of the bricks 
struck Mr. Higbee on the knee, and this was 
the most serious damage done to any of the 
inmates, although ail of them were slightly 
shocked. The wonderis that they were not 
killed outright. One peculiar feature about 
the cccurrence is that every piece of steel and 
iron about the house is magnetized. Mr. Hig- 
bee first discovered it while using his knife to 
drive some glazier’s points in the window- 
trash. He then tried the knives and forks 

scissors, f bayonet, his wife’s corset steels, and 
found that they were all heavily charged. 


The Population of Africa. 
|From the New York Times. | 


Although we have not, tor are we likely to 
have for years, any accurate statistics of the 

opulation of the interior of Africa, there 
is very little doubt that we have greatly ua- 
derrated it. Much important information 
has lately been gathered on the subject, es- 
pecially congerning the distribution and dens- 
ity of tbe inhabitants of that far-off land. In 
the great lake district, for instance, there are 
territories as thickly settled as many Europe- 
an States, relatively smal! areas possessing 
millions of people. The negro regions are 
by farthe most populous, while the desert 
portions are the reverse. A French geo- 
graphical society gives the estimated figures 
of various subdivisions of that continent as 
follows: In the Soudan, the population is 80,- 
010,000, or about 53 persons per square mile. 
TLe town of Bida, on the Niger, for example, 
contains fully 90,000 inhabitants. East Africa 
is rated at 3U.000,C00, and Equatorial Africa 
at some 40,L00,000 souls. A late authority on 
ethnoicgy sets down the negroes as numeri- 
cally 150,060,000; the Hamites, 20,000,000; the 
Bantas, 18,060,000; the Fooluhs, 8,000,000; the 
Nubians, 1,500,000: the Hottentots, 50,000,000 
—muaking a total of 172,550,000. These figures 
—only approximate, of course—are considered 
too Jow both by German and Britisa geo- 
grephers, the foimer estimatisog the popula- 
tion as high as 200,000,000. Muen hope has 
been repeatedly expressed of the 
future of Africa, which — is rich 
in mineral products, and capable 
of msintaining a prosperous commerce 
with other parts of the globe. Along the 
coasts and caravan roads the chief trade has 
been, and continues to be in slaves. It is 
thought that recent cffort will vet do much 
toward abating the odious trafiic,as the natives 
are capable of something better. Many of the 
tribes are above the condition of savages. 
They bave tixed habitations, though merely 
mud-buts, defended by stockades, and have 
some laws or customs favorable to commerce. 


Among several tribes the native merchant is, 


greatly esteemed, and his property is. safe 
even during war. The land is cultivated; the 
inbab:tants wear dyed cotton clothes; gold 
and iron ure ingeniously manufactured, and a 
certain kind of intelligence seems to be very 
slowly spreading. What Africa most needs 
is free commercial intercourse with the outer 
world, and that must arrive. Who knows 
but that, in the coming cycles,the highest 
civiJization may not be found where the first 
civilization arose? 
Terrible Scene in a Theater.

All this while he was yelling at the top of his 
voice, flourishing his hatchet, and threaten- 
ing to kill anybody who would approach him. 
Recognizing the impossibility of overpowering 
him without riskigg the soldiers’ lives, the 
officer in command gave the order to load 
witb ball and fire upon him. A minute later 
the wretched man lay a corpse upon the stage, 
three bullets having passed through his head; 
and, this highly*sensational dramatic episode 
having been thus brought to a close, the au- 
dience returned to their places, from which 
thev had fled in terror when the madman 
made his tirst and last appearance upon the 
stage, and the evening’s performances were 
resumed at the point at which they had been 
interrupted by **Mankind’s Avenger.’?

WYOMING’S WEALTH. 


Gold and Silver to be Dug Like Pota- 
toes. 

| Laramie €fly Cor. Louisville Courier-Journal. ] 

Arriving at this place, which if a beautiful 
town of Ppa four thousand inhabitants, 
beautifully situated in the midst of plains, 
whence it derives its name, and on the line of 
the Union Pacific Railroad at the crossing of 
the Big Laramie River, whieh has given a 
name to the beautiful mountain-encircied 
plains, I find itall ablaze with exeitement 
over the discovery of important gold and sil- 
ver mines in its vicinity, and in the region of 
the North and»Middie Parks of Colorado, 
which lie between it and Leadville to the 
southward. ; 

The thousands of people attracted by the 
richness of the earbonate camps are coming 
to Colorado in hundreds every day, but owing 
to the deep snows in the high mountain re- 
gions they cannot now pass over the range 
from the direction of Denver to the region of 
the Parks, which are now the center of at- 
traction, since the region of Leadville is filled 
to repletion with the 60,000 people drawn to it 
by the carbonate excitement of the last two 
years. The hundreds that have already 
passed over. the range from Lead- 

on snow-shoes, into the region 
Parks and the Grand, Gun- 
nison and White River country, owing to the 
scarcity of suppiies, are enduring great pri- 
vation, but relief will soon arrive, for the 
scores now going into the country from the 
direction of this place go well supplied, and 
there is an excellent natural route ali the 
way and through the heart of the country 
attracting so much attention. The result of 
tbis flank movement not only tends tothe 
relief of those that have already entered the 
country. but to the exploration of the country 
ajong the route, almost at the initial point of 
which the most important discoveries of 
Ss lodes and placers are being 
made. 

Passing up the Laramie Riverin the direc- 
tion of the North Park, the mountains sepa- 
rating that park from the Laramie Plains are 
entered ata point about thirty miles ‘tothe 
southwest, and at this point of entry gold 
mines of unusual richness and in great num- 
ber are being discovered and located. The 
mountains seem to be x» great network 
of gold-bearing veins, and the alluvium 
of the Valleys contains placer gold in 
great abundance. I have seen at the oflice 
of Col. Downey two considerable samples of 
ore taken from lodes in this vicinity, the gold 
in which constitutes nearly a halfof the 
weight of the rock. — from other veins 
just discovered show the following reSultsin 
gold per ton, viz. $1375, $180 44, $812 40, 
$47 95, $6 00, $90 12, $12 00, $4795, $36,7y2 GO, 
$53 94, $72,680 and $56, besides considerable 
quantities of silver—in one case 242 ounces 
perton. Thegulches also afford fine pros- 
pects, such as would indicate what in other 
placer countries are called ‘‘ounce 
diggings,’ and have been fouad 
to contain ‘‘nuggets’’ weighing sixty 
dwts, worth as many dollars. With 
these facts before me, the represent tions of 
the British officer who said that in Abyssinia 
they dig gold as they do potatoes in England 
have a semblance of probability. 

Passing on some five miles further and the 
North Park is entered, and following up the 
Platte River to its source, thirty miles dis- 
tant, we shall reach the continental divide, 
which is the divide between the North and the 
Middle Park also, and the common objective 
point of the rush-from alldirections. The re- 
gion promises well, but whether it will pro- 
duce as many millionaires this year as tne 
carbonate fields did in the last year is an open 
question.

A Massachusetts Woinan’s Brutality To- 
ward a Hired Girl. 


[Lawrence (Mass.) Special to Chicago Times. | 


The police to-day discovered a shocking case 
of brutality, in which a boarding-house mis- 
tress, named Mrs. Kennon, is the priacipal, 
and the victim Etta Wood, a girl of twenty 
years, WhO once was pretty and quite intelli- 
gent, but during the past two or three years 
has been a pauper. The boarders in the house 
have known that in the cellar below was a mys- 
terious creature whom they wefe never per- 
mitted to see. They knew that she had nobed, 
and slept on a pile of rags, but, while they 
suspeeted abuse, claim not to have known it. 
Some one passing the house heard a plaintive 
cry for release from the cellar, and called in 
the services of an officer, who took the 
—_ creature to the ‘station- 

ouse and arrested the woman. The 
girl’s condition was vile beyond belief. She 
cameto take service with the Kennon womin 
over two years ago, and in February, 1879, 
was, On her application, removed to the alms- 
house. The superintendent of that institu- 
tion says that she was the most ragged and 
filthy creature ever received in its walls. After 
about two months Mrs. Kennon,claimiag that 
she would give Etta a goed home, enslaved 
ber a second time. When the officer forced an 
ertrance into the cellar, to-dav, he expected 
to finda poor girl somewhat abused, but was 
horrified to find a human form clad in rags, 
whose filth no words can describe, whose hair 
was uncombed and filled with coal dust and 
ashes, whose face could not be told from that 
of a negro, with bured, bleeding, and dirt- 
begrimed arms, while her feet were incased 
inan almost bottomless pair of shoes. Her 
body was found to be one mass of bruises. Her 
left arm appeared as if dislocated at the elbow, 
and upon each arm were from three to half a 
dozen wounds and bruises, inflicted, the girl 
said, with a meat mallet and a broom-stick. 
While the officer was present, Mrs. 
Kennon appeared, and the abject fear ef the 
girl for her brutal mistress ied her to say, in 
we to the woman’s questions, that she 
had been weil treated, well fed and well 
clothed, and that she slept in a good room up 
stairs, but the officer found a bed of filthy rags 
in a corner and on the floor df the room, and 
there the girl told the officer she always slept, 
the little she was allowed tosleep. She says 
that for many many months she has been kept 
imprisoned inthe coal or furnace cellar, and 
never permitted to go out of the basement ex- 
cept inthe night time, togo tothe dining 
room to scrub the floor and tables. Her mist- 
ress would knock at the furnace cellar door 
at from 1to2 o’clock in the morfiing, when 
she had togoupand perform the above du- 
ties. At 4:50 o’clock it was her duty to have 
the furnace fire burning brightly, and if from 
aby cause—bad kindling, poor coal, etc.,—the 
fire was not in good order, the mistress would 
seize the meat mallet or a broom handle and 
mercilessly beat the girl. This morning she 
was beaten as s00n a8 her mistress got up,ang 
but a few moments before tae officer arrived 
she was beaten again.

FANS AND GLOVES.

And what about fans ? In the fashionable 
sheps only afew specimens are shown, with 
the ira] carved bandles which were so popular 
in seasons past; they are solid aud substantial, 
in ivory, pearl, shell and the fashionable 
woods used for the handles of the new para. 
sols. In some only a narrow bit of delicately- 
tinted silk or satin borders the long, wide 
strips of ivory, exquisite hand-painting, after 
rural love scenes of Watteau, decorating both 
silk and ivory in medallion patterns. 

Brocaded silks, with cashmere borders or in 
Persian designs, are much used for fans, and 
exquisite gems, illustrating rare flowers, are 

laced before us. These are called ‘‘flirting 
ans,’’ and are of tinted silk or satin, in the 
shape of the petal of some Well-known flower, 
such as a rose leaf, upon which is painted a 
full-blown rose, a bud and foliage, a lily leaf, 
with a pure white calla lily, as decoration, 
and others in heart shape, bearing a single 
flower or acluster of blossoms. These dainty 
fans are intended for friendlv tokens or lovers’ 
gifts, and the flowers upon them convey every 
expression of kindly feeling and affection in 
the most charming language of floral senti- 
ment. 

An odd conceit has a smoke-pear! handle, 
upon which tropical birds are painted in rich 
colers; above. upon satin in the same shade, 
are painted boughs or broken limbs of dead 
trees, upon which rest birds, made of veri- 
table feathers, in a]l the colors represented in 
the painted songsters on the sticks. Fans 
with exquisi ely tinted mother-of pearl sticks 
bave upper portions in silks, satins and bro- 
cades, in the same changeable hues, while 
others are adorned with flowers and Ezvptian 
figures with gold and silver tracerv around 
them. Some ver‘§cbarming evening fans are 
beaded in pearl figures or flowers or in very 
small prismatic beads in leaves, after the be- 
gonia oe or in autumn leaves. 

While our ladies are considering the newest 
tbines in fans and parasols the New York gen- 
tlemen of leisure are eugerly taking advantage 
of the beautiful, bright spring days, and spend 
as much time as possible in horseback riding 
through and fast driving near the park. A 
striking ears may be noticed in their 
fashionable Cis-Atlantic coaching gloves, in 
which the finger seams are not turned in, 
but are arrangea with the two edges of the 
eut leather laid flat together and stitched 
throvgh and through, leaving the double 
edge to come incontact with the reins, so 
that the threads or stitches cannot pessibly be 
rubbed and broken. The backs are orna- 
mented by a leather roll or cording and two 
rows of plain stitching upon each side of the 
roll. Others are not quite so roveh looking, 
and have one side edge of the seam passed 
under the overlapping edge, which is stitched 
down, andthe backs are finished with change 
stitch of coarse silk. with over-handed 
center roll. These gloves come in all the 
drabs, gfays, pheasant browns, and the flame 
yellow and goiden shades now popular with 
elegant gentlemen who cdlote on style. 

These gloves have hitherto been manufac- 
tured only for gentlemen, but latelv a few 
specimen Cis- Atlantic gloves have been intro- 
duced into our well-known palaces of fashion 
for ladies. They are rather more substantial 
than foreign gloves, have long wrists, with 
from three to eight buttons, and are especial- 
ly well made, :he seams being overhand- 
ed and and then stitched,so that they cannot 
possibly rip, unless by accident. The backs 
are embroidered in caain-stitch aud the cloves 
come in all the new and fashionable shades 
and co ors.

A Trip to Ft. Lincoln—The Winter in 
Dakota—Soil and Agricultural Ke- 
sources. 8 


From an Occasional Correspondent. : 

ForT LINCOLN, D. T., April 25, 1880.—The 
cities of St. Paul and Minneapolis with their 
wondeiful growth, manufacturing interests, 
their commerce and the beautiful lakes in 
their vicinity, which have become established 
summer resorts for the people of St. Louis 
and the South, are sufficiently well known to 
your readers, but there is a section of country 
north and west of this, and known as the 
‘New Northwest,” which has suddenly loom- 
ed up ix the horizon, and of which the ma- 
jcrity of your readers know perhaps compara- 
tively little. The writer had occasion to travel 
over the portion of country from St. Paul, 
Minn., to Fort A. Lincoln, D. T., in March 
jast, and will give your readers the results of 
bis observation and gleanings. 

Leaving St. Paul about sunset, on the 
Northern Pacific Railroad, comfortably en- 
sconced ina palace sleeper, the traveler is 
burried along over steel railsandin a direc- 


tion parallel] to the Father of Waters until he 
reaches a place called Brainerd, where a junc- 
tion is nade with a main branch of the North- 
ern Pacific Railroad running to the ‘Zenith 
City of the Unsalted Seas.’? At Brainerd you 
cross the Mississippi, which takes a north- 
eastern direction before its final bend to its 
source—Lake Itasca. At Glyndon the North- 
ern Pacific is crossed at right angles by the St. 
aul, Minneapolis and Manitoba Railroad, 
which runs from this point due north to ,the 
Province of Manitoba, in British America. A 
little furtber on and you leave the State of 
Minnesota and pass into the Territory of Da- 
kota by crossing the Red River of the 
North, which at this point, forms the 
boundary line, and afrive at Fargo for 
breakfast. Fargo is situated on the west bank 
of the Red River of the North, and atits head 
of navigation. This river, rising in Like 
Traverse, D. T., and flowing north to Lake 
Winnepeg, in British America, has given the 
nametoa section of cotthtry known as the 
“Red River Vailey.”’? and which is now attract- 
ing alarge share of the world’s attention -on 
account of the exceeding productiveness of its 
soil. This valiey en.braces a section of coun: 
try about 225 miles wide by 35v0 long, and is 
hounded on the north by the Province of 
Manitoba, onthe east by the eastern water- 
shed of the Red River of the North, on the 
south by the southern limit of the Northern 
Pacific land grant, fifty miles south of its line 
in Dakota, and on the west by the Missouri 
Rtiver Valley, and embraces the valleys of the 
Maple, Sheyenne and James Rivers. 

‘The soil is a dark, rich vegetable loam, and 
produces wheat, rye, oats, barley, corn and 
flax with greater profit and less labor than al- 
most any other section inthe West. Wheat 
is, however, at present, almost the sole ex- 
port of this new empire, and thecrops are 
certain, immense, and of such a superior 
quality as to command a higher price in’the 
markets of the world than those from any other 
wheat section. Farming is carried on on a 
vrand scale. In this vicinity are the Grandin, 
Palrymple ard Cass-Cheney farms, The lat- 


ter farm had last year oVer (8,000) eight | 


thousand acres under cultivation, and pro- 
duced nearly one-hundred and fortv thousand 
bushels of wheat, which cost less than forty 
cents a bushel to raise, and sold 
for ninety-five cents a bushel. The mar- 
gin of profit is manifestly great. 
The average yield in the section is about: 
twenty-four bushels to the acre, and the 
whole valley last season produced over (6,000,- 
W000) six million bushels, which is about one- 
tifth ofthe amount produced bv the State of 
Minnesota, and has a potentiality of several 
hundred millions. This section was formerly 
uu Indian reservation, and it was only in 
Is73 that the aboriginal titlewas extinguish- 
ed. 

Fargo, the metropolis of the Red River Val- 
ley, is a flourishing town of from 2,500 to 5,- 
OUU inhabitants, and owing to its acce@sibility 
to a lake port wheat commands a price ten 
cents a busb@l above the rate paid for it at 
apy point in Southern Dakota, Kansas er 
Nebraska. The facilities for transportation 
of the products of this valley are beiay in- 
creased, and at  Casselton a branch 
line oftbe Northern Pacilicis graded fifty 
miles, and expected to be in operation in time 
tu move the next crop, The winter has been 
very severe in this latitude, and the Northern 
Pacific has had greattrouble with the snow 
blockades. When the writer passed over this 
country in March Yast there was nothing to 
wreet the eye but vast tields of ice 
and snow, but with warmer weather there 
comes a .transformation, andthe ftieids of 
ice become golden tields of grain. The lowest 
temperatare reached this winter in this sec- 
tion was 09° below zero. This was inthe ex- 
treme northern portion of the section. About 
100 miles west of Fargo is James- 
town on the James River. From 
this point west to Bismarck, on the 
Missouri, the water isso strongly impregnat- 
ed with alkali as to be unfit for @rinking. 

Bismarch is distant from St. Paul about 470 
miles anda little less from Duluth. It Bas 
about 2,500 inhabitants. Connection is bere 
made with a daily line of stages for Deadwood 
undthe Black Hills, and during season of 
navigation With steamers for the Upper Mis- 
souri and Yellowstone Rivers. The Northern 
Pacitic is in operation toa point sixty miles 
west of Bismarck, and is graded toa point 
nearly 100 miles west. Work will rapidly be 
pushed forward tothe Yellowstone. Rail- 
roads are great civilizers, and the Northern 
Pacitic has developed the factof the wonder- 
fil productiveness of the New North- 
West,~ and discovered this greaé cereal 
crowing belt. which has hitherto, beem@, a terra 
incognita, andthe surplus grown alag this 
road will furnish food to the starving m as 
of Europe, increase the balance of tfM#e in 
our favor, and pour gold into the national 
treasury. The development of this sé@ction 
Willlead to new discoveries, and it may not 
le Jong before the ‘*iron horse’” will be thun- 
dering along the banks of the ay we am

Itwas desired and expected by the 
friends of perpetual stability that this Sub- 
Committee coming from Washington, would 
desire the bottom facts, that a call by them 
wouid be made on all those holding views adt- 
verse to the trainers of the River Commission, 
butthbis hope was dispelled by the St. Louis 
Times, under date of May 5th, proclaiming to 
the world that Capt. Kads was 
showing them over the city and that thev 
were to leave inthe evening for the South. It 
was also statea by one who has a little tool to 
giind that ‘‘Capt. Eads and Maj. Suter had 
the cards stocked; thatthis sub-committee was 
going down to play the hand.*’ Weli, weshall 
see whether sufficient patriotism and irtelh- 
cence remain in Congress to defeat a nefarious 
project.

supported by affidavit. The statute of the 
State prescribes restrictions on the power 
of the Circuit Court itself as to any order 
by it to produce books and paperg. It 
is very clear that the ordinance conflicts 
with the Constitution and is not in har- 
mony with the rule laid down in the statute. 
No doubt the decision of Judge Adams will 
be the end of it. While all good citizens will 
be anxious to discover any or all frauds, 
yet the power to examine all the books and 
papers of all corporations and business 
men is one which they will certainly not 
like to confer upon the Municipal Assembly 
or any other political body.

EX-SENATOR HENDERSON’S SPEECH. 

Mr. Henderson immediately addressed the 
convention as follows: 

GENTLEMEN—My first duty is to thank you, 
as I do sincerely. for the expression of your 
eovfidence and regard. In return permit me 
to promise you,at least, an impartial disciarge 
of the duties imposed. 

And now to the business for which we have 
assembled. 

We meet to consider and discuss political 
duties, at sn important period of our history. 
Theoretically, atthe least, we are freemen— 
citizens of a Republic in which each ‘*is the 
equal of his feliow.’’ * * Every manis a 
part of the Republic. W hatever 
of talent, whatever of wisdom and 
experience any one of us can give tothe 
counsels of his country, it is not only his right 
but his duty to give. Oa this principle rests 
the theory of republican government. The 
freedom of speech and of the press is guaran- 
teed no less for the benefit of the government 
than for the liberty and security of the citi- 
zen. 

Asrepubliean government is but the ra- 
tional gexpression of the people’s will free- 
dom of expression, in allits forms, must be 
prescrved, in order that this will may be as- 
certained. Andto secure gevernment by the 
people im its purity, it is not enough 
that the freedom of speech be 
merely guaranteed; it is equally 
important that the right should be exercised. 
If we have convictions touching our political 
duties those convictions should be centribut- 
ed tothe general expression ofthe popular 
will. And when we shall bave expressed 
them the whole duty of patriotism 
is not yet discharged. These convietions 
must put on the garb of _ action. 
If we stop short of this, our duty 1s but half 
performed. 

He that is intimidated by power proves 
himself no less insensible than unworthy of 
the rights of freemen. 

He that is corrupted by the temptations and 
promises of office sells the public weal 

FOR PERSONAL GAIN, 
end in a court of conscience accepts the taint 
of bribery. 

He that surrenders-to party what belongs 
to his country has already bartered his birth- 
right of citizenship and ceases to be a fgctor 
in the preservation of liberty. 

With a proper sense, I hope and believe, of 
our duties and tome ene cnccere as citizens, 
we meet to consider questions connected wiih 
the coming presidential election. 

Some of the leadersof the Republican party 
tell us once more that all the hopes of Ameri- 
can liberty now depend on their success. If 
this be true would it not be wise in them to 
adopt such policies and to maintain such can- 
didates as may be acceptable to the largest 
number of its members? 

We who are here for many years have been 
faithful adherents of the partv. We desire 
some consideration in its counsels. What we 
ask is not unreasonable. 

The candidate presented by these leaders 
has been President for eight years. He 
bas already filled the two terms 
assigned by the constitutional fathers. Aside 
from the meritsor demerits of his adminis- 
trations, we insist that this precedent of our 
institutions should be observed. Itis at least 
safetofollow it. It may be dangerous *to 
abandon it.’ Itis no answer to say, ‘‘This is 
not the law: that itis a mere custom, whose 
breach is better than its observance.’’ These 
precedents are often wiser than the unwritten 
law. The common law itself is an unwritten 
coce, a tection of precedents and 
usages, Which the experience of our Angio- 
Saxon fathers found applicable to good gov- 
ernment andto the security of person and 
property. Inthe language of Judge Keat, 
these usages and customs ‘‘do not rest for 
their authority upon any express and positive 
ceclaration of the will of the Legisia- 
ture.”’ Again he says, ‘*The rules 
and maxims which constitute the 
immerse code of the common law grew 
into use by gradual adoption, and 
received from time to time the sinction 
of the courts of justice, without any legislative 
act or interference. It.was the application 
of the dictates of natural justice and of culti- 
vated reason to particular cases.”? 

Sir Matthew Hale said that it was ‘'the 
product of the wisdom, counsel, experience 
and observation of many ages of wiseand ob- 
serving men.” The same may be saidof 

THE CIVIL LAW, ’ 
which msde Jliome lhe mistress of 
the wert’, and yet administers 
justice in bali of Europe and a part of the 
United States. It is a code of precedent-, 
deduced from universal custom, sanctioned 
by the wisdom of the people, and accepted 
and applied inthe conduct of their affairs. 
The same is true of the public law. 
bundle of precedents, a code of customs, 
and yetitis honored and obeyed by the na- 
tions of the civilized world. To destroy it is 
to remove gravitation from the universe. It 
is this code which protects com- 
merce on the high seas, preserves 
contracts against revolutionary changes of 
government, prescribes the duties of neutrals 
in time of war, protects the persons of embas- 
sadors and consuls, fixes the law of blockade, 
gives rules to civilized warfare, limits the 
right of search and preserves the freedom of 
the seas. 

This great code, in the language of an 
Amcrican commentator, consists largely of a 
‘collection of usages, customs and opinions, 
the srowth of civilization and commerce.” 

When our English ancestors secured the 
great charter, that *‘no freeman should be 
deprived of life, liberty or property exeept 
by the judgment of his peers or the law of the 
land, ’’ the trial by jury rested upon custom, 
andthe “law ofthe land’’ had no other 
definition than universal consent and imme- 
morial usage. 

When our American forefathers protested 
avainst taxation without representation they 
peiuted to no written law. butto the history 
of English civilization; to immemorial usage, 
= the cistoms and canons of the common 
aw, 

But aside from the precedent to which we 
insist upon adhering,we object to the nomina- 
tion of Gen. Grant because of the character 
of his former administrations. We will 
not willingly revive the story of 
their shortcecmings. It is enough 
to say that heretofore they brought dishonor, 
shame and defeat to the Republican party; 
and no reasonable apreigerne Offered that 
the future willgbe an impNWement of the 
past. A nomination does not remove the odor 
of these scandals. It only shifts the respon- 
sibility upon the party itself.

De Toqueville truly says that 

THE DESIRE FOR OFFICE 
in America destroys the spirit of in- 
dependence, stifles the manlier virtues and 
jeopardizes the existence of the 
State. We all know that the theory and prin- 
ciples of our government are subverted by the 
present practices of political parties. 

They have usurped the functions of all its 
departmepts. Conventions make Presidents; 
conventions make L°gislatores and Judges of 
courts; conventions are made by primary 
meetings, and primary meetings are too often 
controlled by bullies, blackguards atid dema- 
gogues. Of late years, by extending the prin- 
ciples of State rights tou the work of profes- 
sional politicians, they have adopted what 
they denominate the unit rule, by which the 
vote of a single tricks#r may control an en- 
tire State. In order to make this work effec- 
tive they resort to all the arts of corruption. 
They supply professional voters for the pri- 
malies, Who are equally active and zealous 
for either party. They employ professional 
delegstes who sell their services for lucre, or 
the empty promises of office. 

When the nomivations arejmade they de- 
mand the support of honest men; they appeal 
tothe fears of some;to the prejudices of 
others; to the avarice of son.e, aud the aspira- 
tions of others, while they apply the party 
lash to all. 

Instead of electing our President by colleges 
of independent ele ctors, these fraudulent con- 
ventions, {manipulated and controlled by the 
worst elements ef society, not only dictate the 
rerson of the executive, but the 
characterand policy of his administration. 
These are the evils from which we need 
emancigation. They belong ne less to one 
party than to the otber. 

Strong government is not the remedy for 
them. Forthem we need no standing armies, 
re! military hero, no methods of military 
rule. 

The very reverse of al! these is required. 
We wart personal independence, respect for 
the Constitution andthe laws, an emancipa- 
tion of the public mind from thraldem of par- 
ty machinery. 

It is by means of these arts, this perversion 
of all methods of good government, that the 
ncuinsation of Gen. Grant is now threatened.

Fred Schreiber Perishes in the 
Flames This Morning.

Sixty Thousand Dollars’ Worth of Prop- 
erty Gone Up.

Full Details of the Fire at Teuscher & 
Co.’s Distillery. 


One of the worst fires of the year, terminat- 
ing in a loss of life, occurred this morning at 
the foot of Spring street, where Teuscher & 
Co.’s distillery was located, and where now 
the unsightly ruins of the same building are 
stillsmokiug and steaming. At 7:30 this 
morning everybody within several blocks of 
the distillery was startled with the sudden 
shock of an explosion, immediately following 
which thetbree-story building of Teuscher & 
Co. was found to be wrapped in flames from 
roof to cellar. The long streamers 
of flame burst out of windows and 
doors and fluttered up and down along the 
walls of the building. Great dense masses of 


smoke burst out and floated off, and the roar- 
ing of the conflagration was for a time so loud 
that nothing but it could be heard. The fire 
had gained its immense headway so suddenly 
that it was all thatthose inthe building, 
some twenty men, could de to save their lives, 
and of these one and possibly two mena did 
not succeed, but lost their lives in tae flame 
and smoke. Five minutes after the fire 
started an alarm was given at box 94, by Fred 
Hogedion, and within a few minutes a second 
alarm was turned om. The engines responded 
to the call rapidly,but they were of course too 
late to do any good to the distiliery, 
which was rapidly disappearing off in the 
heavy, greasy-looking smoke that was uncoil- 
ing itself out of the building and lazily float- 
ing away tothe northeast. It was feared at 
first that Schulenburg & Beeckeler’s lumber 
vard on theeast, and the Finck pork-house 
on the north, would be involved in the burn- 
ing, but the heroic work of the firememsaved 
all the property for which there was any 
chance, and contined the flames to the house 
in Which they originated. The inflammable 
character of the burning merchandise added 
a new feature to the fire, not alone blueing the 
blaze, but making it tenfold more hot and vic- 
ious. A great crowd of people gathered 
about the alcoholic pyre aud greatly 
impeded the movements of the 
fire laddies, but they were’ soon 
chased back by the police. The warehouse 


barrels of rectified whiskies, it was for a mo- 
ment thought that the warehouse would go up 
too, but aside trom a thorough drenching there 
was nothing there damaged. 

THEORY OF THE FIRE. 

The fire originated im the explosion ofa 
copper still in the third story of the building, 
and the only rational theory proposed is thata 
great quantity of gas escaped into the tubes 
about the vat which communicated 
with the engine-room. These at 
last were fired, and the result was the loss of 
a life and of property to the amount of $60,000. 
As soon asthe streams of water from nine 
engines were in full play upon the building 
the flames began to give way, and in a short 
times the fire was under control, but the work 
of the firemen or the hook-and-ladder boys 
was not over for several hours. The latter 
were engaged until noon in knocking down 
the walls, and Engine No. 8 kept a stream 
piaying nearly aj] day upon the ruins. The 
books and valuables of ‘Teuscher & Co. were 
in the fire-proof safe in the office, 
and this had not been’ recovered at 
30’clock, and the search was begun for the 
missing men just as soon as it was possible to 


men in the building when the fire broke ous 
and eighteen of these turned up all rignt 
afterwards; two were missing and the horrible 
suspicion soon became prevaleut that they had 
perished inthe flames. The hunt was ac- 
cordingly at once began, and charred rafters 
and twisted tubes were turned back and for- 
ward in what was, at first, avai quest for 
the dead. The men, however, were at last 
rewarded by tinding 
A MASS OF BURNT FLESH 

so charred and blackened that no one coulda 
identify it positively: but from the position 
in which it was found, and from the fact that 
Fred. Schreiber had been last seen alive near 
the main boilerin the engine-room, the con- 
clusion that this was his corpse 
was inevitable, The poor fellow 
was roasted out of any human 
resemblance;in many places the bones showed 
through the broken flesh. When the suffoca- 
ting smoke dropped down into the boiler- 
room in which he was at work it is supposed 
that he became suffocated, before the flames 
reached him. An ambulance was telegraphed 
for and the remains removed. He was 
a single man, _ thirty years. old, 
boarding at Nick Williams’ saloon, on the 
corner of Second and North Market, and he 
was a sober, industrious, hard working man. 
lt was reported that another man was 
missing, but the most diligent enquiry failed 
toconfirmthis rumor, although the seareh 
will be continued until the matter 
is theroughly settled. Some of those who 
were inthe distillery nad very narrow es- 
capes. John Henley was in the second story, 
and stayed so long that his retreat was cut off, 
and nothing left him but to jump, which 
he did, on the Spring street side, 
and got off with a ) shaking 
up. A man named Hansey, who 
had got out safe enough, was struck by a
